The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section. 1. Section One of the above- 
entitled Act is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Section One. The Governor is hereoy 
authorized to appoint and commissiou 
Notaries Public in the several counties 
in this State as follows: For Storey 
county, twelve; Lander connty, sixteen; 
Nye county, sixteen; Churchill county, 
four; Esmeralda county, twenty; Ormsby 
county, four; Humboldt county, sixteen ; 
Washoe county, nine; Douglas county, 
five; Lyon county, eight; Roop county, 
two; Eureka ceunty, ten; Elko county, 
twelve; White Pine county, ten; Lincoln 
county, eight; and for any new county 
hereafter created or organized, six; who 
shall bold office for the term of two 
years; provided, the Governor may at 
any time, for cause, revoke the commis- 
sion of any Notary Public appointed 
under the provisions of this Act. 


Cuar. XLIV.—An Actsupplementary to 
an Act entitled An Act to authorize 
the School Trustees of School District 
No. 10, in Washoe county, to issue 
bonds for school purposes, approved 


February 18, 1879. 
[Approved February 25, 1881. } 
The people of the State of Nevada 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as fotlows: 


Secrion 1. The School Trustees of 
School District Number Ten of Washoe 
county, are hereby authorized to issue 
additional bonds for a sum not exceed- 
ing three thousand (33,000) dollars 
bearing interest at the rate of eight per 
cent, per annum, which bonds shall be 
issued for sums not less than one hun- 
dred ($100) dollars each, and shall run 
for a period not less than twenty years 
from the date thereof, and shall in all 
other respects be prepared and issued; 
and a tax shall be levied and collected; 
and the bonds shall be redeemed, and 
all other things and acts shall be done 
and formed to give full force and 
effect to this Act, as are provided in 
Sections Two, Three, Five, Six, Seven 
and Eight of the Act to which this Act 
is supplementary. 

‘Sec. 2. The proceeds from the sale of 
the bonds, specified in Section One of 
this Act, shall be applied to the indebt- 
edpess incurred in and now due on and 
for the construction of the main brick 
school building, on the north side of the 
river, in the town of Reno, in School 
District Number Ten, in Washoe county, 
State of Nevada; and if any sum of 
money shall remain, after such indebt- 
edness is paid, such sum of money shall 
be applied to the construction of a fence 
inclosing the grounds of said main 
school building. 


Cuap. XLV.—An Act to amend an Act 
entitled ‘‘An Act to further amend an 
Act entitled ‘An Act to provide rev- 
enue for the support of the Govern- 
ment of the State of Nevada, ap- 
proved March 9, 1865; approved March 
1, 1866. 

The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Secrion 1. Section Six of said Act is 
hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 
Section Six. Between the first Mon- 
day in April and the second Monday in 
September, in each year, the County 
Assessor, except otherwise required by 
8 enactment, shall ascertain by 
diligent inquiry and examination, all 
in county, real or personal, 
subject to taxation; and also the names 
of all persons, corporations, associe- 
tiene, Companies or firms, owning, 
claiming or having ssion, charge 
or control thereof. For the purpose of 
enabling the Assessor to make such as- 
sessment, he shall demand from each 
person and firm and from the president, 
, treasurer agent or 
au 
sociation or company, including all 
banking institutions, associations or 
firms within his county, a statement, 
under oath or affirmation, of all real or 
within the county, 
by or on deposit 
or control of 2 
person, corporation, association 
company, and it shall be the duty of 
t, cashier, treasurer, man- 
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er, managing 
of such corporation, as-} 
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LAWS OF THE STATE OF NEVADA as herein provided, within five (5) days 
alter demand is made therefore, the 


Assessor shall make an estimate of the 


value of such property and assess the 


same accordingly. If the name of such 
absent owner is known to the Assessor, 
the property shall be assessed in his or 
her name. If unknown to the Assessor, 
the property shall be assessed to un- 
known owners. It is hereby made the 
duty of the Assessor, at the end of each 
month, to report the District or Pros- 
ecution Attorney of the county the 
names of all persons neglecting or re 
fusing to give the statement as required 
by this Section of this Act; and it is 
hereby made the duty of such District 
or Prosecuting Attorney to prosecute all 
persons so offending. 

Sec. 2. All Acts and parts of Acts in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage.

Enemies to the Grasshoppers. 

Compantively few grasshoppers 
have yet hatched out in this valley. It 
is said that wherever grasshopper eggs 
are found now, a peculiar fly 
is discovered. The fly comes 
from the grasshopper egg, according 
to report. This fly may prove to be 
the destruction of the grasshopper in 
this region. The fly probably depos- 
its eggs where the grasshoppers do 
theirs. The larvaof the fly would in 
that case feed upon the locust eggs, 
and developing into a perfect insect, 
might give rise to the impression that it 
issued from the egg of the locust, The 
fly is described as being about half 
aninch long, andof a “dove color.” 
Other strange insects have. it is said, 
been seen this spring in the vicinity of 
grasshopper eggs. These insects are 
probably all enemies of the atrocious 
locust, and their advent is cheering to 
the farmers.

Humboldt County Officers in Finan- 
cial Distress. 

The Humboldt county officers have 
not so far received a cent of their sal- 
aries.

Desperadoes in New Mexico—The Mil- 
Uta Called Out to Suppress Thi m. 


Denver, April 1. 

A News Durango special says: The 
whole section of country around Rio 
Arabia, New Mexico, is in a state of 
nervous excitement. Terror reigns 
supreme. The cause of the terror is 
Ike Stockton and gang, who, with his 
brother Port,“ have for years been 
depredating through New Mexico and 
Texas, murdering, stealing, etc. Less 
than a month ago Port Stockton, 
whose headquarters were near Farm- 
ington, entered a saloon in that 
town where a number of ranchmen 
were drinking and, as is customary, 
ordered everybody to take a drink 
under penalty of being shot on fe- 
fusal. The ranchmen not comply- 
ing he drew a revolver, but was im- 
mediately shot and killed. Ike 
Stockton hearing of this, collected a 
gang ofsix or seven desperadoes gnd 
started for Farmingtou with the avow- 
ed purpose of murdering every man 
who was present when Port was killed. 
Since then they have been murdering 
ranchmen and cowboys, killing and 
stealing stock and defying authorities. 
A Vigilance Committee has been or- 
ganized but is powerless, the desper- 
adoes being thoroughly acquainted 
with the country, well mounted and 
have divided into three or four squads 
in order to evade them. Governor 
Wailace has called out the militia, and 
the whole country will be scoured 
until the desperadoes are run down. 

Sr. Lovis, April 1. 

Advices from Durango, New Mex- 
ico, state that Jack Roberts, one of the 
band of noted desperadoes who have 
for a long time been a terror in South- 
ern Colorado, was captured a few days 
ago by Thomas Vance and John Ben- 
ning. While they were taking bim 
to Farmington they were overtaken 
by a band of vigilantes, who paid 
them the reward they had been offered 
for Roberts and took that worthy and 
strung him up to a tree. The particu- 
lar act for which he was hanged was 
the killing of John Greatere at Duran- 
go, two weeks ago. 


Conkling and the Administration. 
Wasuinoton, April 1. 

The present status of the contest be- 
tween Conkling and the Administra- 
tion may be stated as follows: A 
number of Democratic Senators cer- 
tainly intend to vote with Conkling. 
The Democratic Senators are divided 
as to the best policy to pursue. Be- 
fore action arrives the Democrats will 
hold a caucus on the subject, and 
unless it shall appear plainly that par- 
ty policy dictates asolid vote one way 
or the other each Senator will be left 
to vote as he chooses. Conkling will 
in all probability get fifteen Demo- 
cratic Senators, who hold that to de- 
feat Robertson is to open war along 
the line between the Administration, 
prompted by Blaine, and the Grant 
stalwarts. It is evident that Conk- 
| ns has more strength to back him in 
the Senate Chamber than was sup- 
| Posed. A rumor prevails this after- 
noon of a conference between Conk- 
ling and Pendleton looking to an early 
executive session. 


Barmed to Death in a Railroad Car. 
Ferovs Falls. Minn., April 1. 

A very grave accident has occurred 
on the St. Paul, Minneapolis and Man- 
itoba Railroad. A passenger train go- 
ing north yesterday ran into a delayed 
freight train six miles north of Roth- 
say. The caboose took fire and one 
man was burned to death and six 
were wounded. The Railroad Com- 
pany refused to let the particulars go 
over their wire. Physicians have been 
dispatched, and it is believed that 
several of the injured are in a prwcar- 
ious condition
